JAPAN TO HAVE 
EMERGENCY LAWS 

Tokyo. Tho ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party In Japan Is 
studying the possibility ol in- 
troducing emergency legislation, 
according to "Sankel Shlmbun". 

This legislation, whose basic 
provisions were drawn up by 
the Liberal-Democrats two years 
ago, with account being taken 
of military requirements, en- 
visages a considerable expansion 
in the rights afforded to military 
authorities.

URANIUM FROM THE 


The oceans of the world are 
an abundant source of urani- 
um. But scientists seeking to 
harvest that bounty have time 
and again been stymied by 
one prohlem: the cost of ex- 
tracting uranium particles from 
the sea was far greater than 
simply digging the ore oul of 
the ground Now Japanese 
government researchers claim 
that they have found a meihntl 
that may make (he extraction 
ol uranium from sea water com- 
mercially vlalile by the year 
2000 . 

Tho Japanese process uses a 
specially boated acrylic hbie 
that absorbs the uranium. 
Sea waier is continuously pum- 
ped around a sot ol nels niado 
of the pew synthetic material 
and fixed vertically In a glass 
tuba. In a recent small-scale ex- 
periment the nels collected 
four milligrams ol uranium af- 
ter being Immersed (or ten 
days — twenty times the amount 
yielded by other methods. Ex- 
perts have not yet calculated 
the cost effectiveness ol the 
new process but believe l( 
could eventually prove compe- 
titive with uranium mined on 
land. Even so. there are still 
obstacles to be overcome be- 
fore the process becomes 
viable: a stronger fibre must be 
found to withstand the steady 
stream ol water and the nu- 
merous impurities also collec- 
ted by the net must be elimi- 
nated.

GAS OF AZERBAIJAN 

A now well, connected to the 
main pipeline, will help Increase 
consumption of natural gas in 
Azerbaijan. Drilled south of Ba- 
ku, in the Pirsagat area, the well 
features a dally yield of up to 

300.000 cubic metres ol gns and 
SO tonnes of gas condensate. 
Today, 95 per cent of urban and 
78 per cent of rural users are 
supplied with cheap Tucl. 

Gas has now reached the 
remote mountainous districts of 
tho republic. In the Lesser 
Caucasian Range tho steel pipe- 
line now lies nt 1,9.10 metres 
above sea level, hitherto re- 
garded as an unattainable bright 
for the bulldeYs of pipelines. 

The total length of all gas

A substantial 
part of these pipelines carries 
gas for tho Inhabitants of rural 
areas.

Smolensk or 'key -city' 

Smolensk Is known (n Russian history as * key-city". Guard- 
ing Russia’s western frontiers, tho city bore the first brunt 
at attacks by foreign invaders on their way to Moscow. 

One of the most ancient of Russian cities, Smolensk was 
first mentioned In chronicles 1,100 years ago. 

It owes Its Russian name "tar-dty" (smola Is Ihe Russian 
for tat) probably lo ihe ancient Slavonic tribe of the Krlvlrhl 
who built and tarred their boats here. 

Modern Smolensk Is a picturesque city of beautiful his- 
torical monuments standing sldo by side with modern high- 
rise blacks. 

From the right bank of tho River Dnieper, a marvellous 
panorama of the Smolensk Kremlin opens before one's eyes. 
The walls end towers of the Kremlin line tho top of Ihe 
Dnieper’s high left bank. The Peter and Paul (I14B), the Bogo- 
slovskaya (1173) and the Svlrakaya (1191-11941 churches, res- 
tored In the post-war years and situated, together with the 
Kremlin at the highest points in Ihe city, moke up the en- 
semble ol ancient Smolensk. It Is remarkable that Smolensk, 
which look Buch a severe battering from the enemy, should 
still retain 12th-century churches. 

The Cathedral of the Assumption built to commemorate the 
heroic defence of Smolensk In the 17tb century, has an out- 
standing Icon-stand ol carved wood. The Russian masters who 
designed and made It worked on It for ten years.

A short lime ago, Ihe CPSU 
Central Committee and the 
USSR Council ol Minis tors 
adopted two special resolutions 
concerning ihe further expan- 
sion of the Soviet COdl Industry. 

In these documents, a complex 
of additional measures were 
outlined to Increase npeii-pU 
coal-inliiing aud lo speed up Ihe 
tec tin illogical re -tooling of the 
existing mines. 

By I0B5, the USSR Intends lo 
bring its coal extraction up lo 
770-000 million tonnes. Muro 
than hali ot Uio tout imw pro- 
duced comes from the old coal- 
fields of the DohImkh urea, in the 
Ukraine, nnd from Kuznetsk, In 
Western Siberia. As the miners 
have to go deeper und deeper in 
find coal. It becomes harder and 
more expensive lo extracl. 

Wc are talking here, above 
*1L ol increasing tho tempos of 
development of the open pits In 
the eastern parts of (he USSR, 
where productivity is on average 
about eight lo leu limes higher 
and costs four to the l lures 
luwcr than In collieries. 

Iu KIAU, only otic-tenth uf the 
coal extracted In l bn USSR 
came from open pits. Iu IU8G, 
these pits accounted tor 38 per 
cent of extracted coal, or 2U9 
million loimea. 

We now have nearly 7U open 
pits In tills country. The laigext 
ul these aro in Ihe eastern purl 
of lira Soviet Union. 

In the mlddio of lust jear, tor 
Instance, the "Bogolyr" pit in 
the Eklbastuz coal-field, tn North 
Kazakhstan, started lo produce 
its planned output of 50 million 
tonnes of coal a year. Today, the 
"Bogatyr" is Ihe biggest open 
coal pit m ihe world. 

There will be still larger pits 
Iu tho fuel and energy complex 
based on the Karuk-Acbluak 
coal-field In Eastern Siberia. 
Here each pit la expected to 
yield between 50 and BO million 
tonnes of coal a year. 

The construction of largo coal 
pits and Increases in coal ex- 
traction require basically new 
technologies and new machines. 

The main testing ground lor 
such machines la now the Eki- 
bastuz coal-field inhere for the 
Brat Ume in Ihe world rotor 
machines have been used to ex- 
tract coal from bard coal seams. 
Previously such machines only 
worked on soft soils. Today, In 
Ihe USSR we produce cosHHg- 
glng rotor comptogea for the ex- 
traction of bMwotqt 1,250 and 
8,000 cu m of coal an hour.

TRADE WITH INDIA ON STEADY RISE 


Soviet-Indlan trade Is making 
successful and dynamic progress, 
Nikolai Fntolichev, Minister oi 
Foreign Trade of the USSR, 
writes In the October Issue ol 
ttie "Foreign Trade" journal.
